FOOD IN THE TREATMENT OF PULMONARY CONSUMPTION. 


By Dr. J. Sorts-CouHEn, 


In deference to prevailing views, tuberculosis may for the present 
be granted to be the history of the growth, life, and activity of a 
bacillus. But for rational treatment we must revert to the views of 
Niemeyer, who said that the danger of phthisis is tuberculosis ; or 
to those of Rush, who declared that tubercle and other anatomical 
lesions were “the effect, not the cause, of pulmonary consump- 
tion’; and recognize the disease we have to combat not an epiphe- 
nomena of possible microbic origin, but in the consumption, the 
aberration of nutrition, which precedes the entrance of the microbe. 
Consumption is a disease of nutrition whose exact mechanism is as 
yet unknown, though the results of prolonged observation justify us 
in considering heredity, unhygienic surroundings, and in general 
those influences called “ depressing,” as among its remote or proxi- 
mate causes; the pulmonary form being further dependent upon 
errors in respiration, whether of the substances respired or of the 
performance of the act. 

Thus we dismiss as futile, microbicidal treatment, and recognize 
ptomaines of bacillary origin only as giving rise to intercurrent 
symptoms which may call for antidotal or symptomatic treatment. 


Fixing attention upon the mal-nutrition, which is not a mere “ pre- 
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disposition” to succumb to a bacillus, but the essence of the whole 
morbid process, we combat it by direct measures, hygienic and 
medicinal—the latter secondary, the former all-important. Chief 
among the hygienic measures is food. Food consists not alone of 
meat and drink, but also of air. Full respiratory diet is necessary 
to the utilization of alimentary diet. As in diabetes, so in phthisis, 
there is imperfect metabolism of carbohydrates. Experience shows 
a nitrogenous dietary to be best. Debove has shown that consump- 
tives can assimilate a quantity of food far in excess of the needs of 
the healthy organism. This excessive ‘quantity should be suppiied, 
though resort to the stomach-tube, as in Debove’s experiments, can 
be reserved for special cases. 

Meat, principally beef, with milk, fish, eggs, leguminous vegetables 
and greens, should form the bulk of the dietary, with the addition of 
fat in large quantities, in the form of cream, butter, oil dressing for 
salads, or, if necessary, cod-liver oil or oleaginous inunctions. Alco- 
hol is a food in consumption ; it should be combined with malt, 
milk, glycerine, or cod-liver oil. Not more than three, at most four, 
hours, except during sleep, should be allowed to elapse without tak- 
ing food. Milk punch on going to bed, and a glass of wine or spirits 
with liquid peptonoids in case of waking during the night, are strongly 
urged. Hot water before meals, lavage; if necessary to prepare the 
alimentary tract for the digestion and absorption of increased food, 
and the free drinking of water to wash out waste products, are essen- 


tial to success. Predigested foods may be employed with great bene- 


fit, especially peptonized milk and beef peptonoids. In case gavage 


is resorted to, they should be used almost exclusively. Gavage is 
best preceded by lavage with an alkaline solution and chloroform 
water. Proper alimentary diet being secured through over-feeding, 
and the digestive tract and its annexa being kept in good condition, 
proper respiratory diet must be supplied. Open-air life, exercise on 


horseback or bicycle, voluntary respiratory gymnastics, may suffice 
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when the patient is still strong enough. In the majority of cases 
there must be some artificial aid. The inhalation of compressed air, 
with or without expiration into rarefied air, is the best means. Ap- 
paratus should be simple and cheap, so that the patient can use it at 
home. The principles laid down by Waldenburg are the correct 
ones. Cohen's apparatus consists of a bellows and a gasometer 
modeled upon Waldenburg’s. Its advantages are cheapness, sim- 
plicity, and small size, fitting it for home use. After patients are 
sufficiently advanced toward recovery, the pneumatic resistance 
valves of the author, a still more convenient and very cheap pocket- 
apparatus (costing about five dollars) may be used. It may be used 
in the first instance with strong patients. It is also useful as a pro- 
phylactic measure with ill-developed children. It gives the effects 
of breathing against pressure, /.¢., into compressed air, or out of 
rarefied air. 

The effects of pneumatic measures are to increase the volume of 
respired air, open up unused air-cells, facilitate expulsion of patho- 
logical products, increase gaseous exchange, facilitate absorption of 
oxygen by the hemoglobin, while at the same time the volume of 
blood and the activity of circulation in the lungs is increased, bring- 
ing more corpuscles into contact with the increased volume of 
oxygen. Penetration of blood into the tissues, tissue respiration, 
and production of lymph, are also increased. Thus local and gen- 
eral nutrition are powerfully stimulated, and an improved respira- 
tory habit and increased respiratory and circulatory power are 
gained. ‘The products of digestion are properly oxidized and 
utilized, immature tissue is destroyed and expelled. The promo- 
tion of sleep is one of the most marked effects. 

The physician thus, by altering his patients’ environment in the 
manner described, puts them into a condition where natural powers 
complete the cure. ‘The proper treatment of consumption is not

DYSENTERY. 


By Dr. J. M. Scupper. 


As the season for rampant dysentery is impending, the “ busy 
practitioner” would be glad to have his mind refreshed on the sub- 
ject, whether he follow suggestions or not. Mild attacks of the 
disease are characterized by a kind of colitis and rectitis, with 
frequent calls to stool, though the evacuations be unsatisfactory— 
often even bloody mucus or dejections of jelly-like faeces. Pain 
precedes an attempt to evacuate the bowels, and continues for a 


while after straining. The disease seems to be located in the 


descending colon, but the morbid influence extends through the 


entire alimentary canal. The stomach does not digest well, and 
ordinary food aggravates a dysenteric state. The tongue is not 
coated, and the circulation is not seriously or appreciably disturbed, 
In fact the symptomatology is confined to pain in the abdomen and 
frequent impulses to go to stool, with muco-hemorrhagic discharges. 
If faeces pass, the feculence is in wads or specks, with some watery 
admixture. In aggravated cases some purulency is observed in the 
evacuations. A peculiarity is that tenesmus accompanies almost 
every effort to defecate ; and the dejections are scanty and annoy- 
ing,—exhaustion following each prolonged attempt to get relief at 
stool. 

The morbid condition being local at first, and restricted to the 
colon, soothing enemas afford considerable relief,—laudanum and 
starch constituting the ingredients to be employed with a syringe. 
A mucilage of starch may be utilized to exploit the opiate ; it may 
be made of a consistence employed in a laundry, or a little thinner. 
In an ounce of this may be commingled ten to twenty drops of 
laudanum, and then thrown into the rectum with a piston syringe. 


The injection may be repeated every eight or ten hours, or twice a 
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day. But the disease is treacherous, and wont to return, a fresh 
paroxysm coming after a season of relief or seeming convalescence. 
The diet must be simple and easily digested. Meals of rice and 
gruel, with one of beef-tea, are least disturbing. Wine, beer, and 
alcoholic stimulants prove aggravating, though the patient imagines 
blackberry cordial and such stuff may prove strengthening. ‘Table 
tea and an infusion of ginger are commonly tolerated as thirst 
assuagers, though they are not curative. Boiled milk may do for 
stomachs accustomed to the almost universal nutrient, yet it often 
proves unsatisfactory as an article of diet. Adults are not accus- 
tomed to employ milk as food. Dyspept’cs find it necessary to 
abandon milk as an ingredient of tea and coffee. 

The best remedy I have found experimentally to allay the tenes- 
mus of dysentery is sulphate of magnesia, or epsom salts. I learned 
this when young in practice. I was treating a case with the “ diar- 
thea cordials’’ of Botanic times, and was vexed that the patient 
got no better, but rather worse. Thus things went on till an old 
Irish woman happened in, and stole the case from me. She admin- 
istered a “ dose of salts,” and the colitis ceased. This taught me a 
lesson, and as opportunities presented themselves for treating dys- 
entery, I prescribed sulphate of magnesia in broken doses, and not 
in cathartic messes. I commonly give a patient four or five grains 
in a swallow of water, repeating the dose every three or four hours. 
This generally acts like a charm, especially if enemas of laudanum 
and starch be utilized in addition. The latter are not curative, but 
are quite comforting. The sulphate of magnesia alone will control 
the tenesmus in most instances, but the sedate and emollient injec- 
tions may be utilized in uncommonly severe cases. 

The heat and throbbing in the left iliac region indicate where the 
morbid activity is most pronounced, therefore stupes of turpentine 
or anodynes should be applied to the region. Even a poultice of 


yeast has done an appreciable amount of good. Bags of ice are too 
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cooling ; hot packs are better. I speak from experience, and enter- 


tain no theories in regard to the matter. 

In morbid manifestations so many invalids will recover without 
medicine, or in spite of remedial activities, that opportunities for 
sustaining a favorite theory with feeble medicines are plentiful. 
But if a remedial agent be tested tentatively or empirically as I have 
sulphate of magnesia in dysentery, a fact is obtained which will 
stand without a theory,—such an agent is a true specific.— Eclectic

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New Diuretic in Diseases of the Heart—Sugar of Milk.—At the 
meeting of the Academy of Medicine of Paris, on the 11th of June 
last, Prof. G. Sée read a paper of practical interest upon the action 
of sugar of milk as a diuretic. The following is a summary of the 
communication : 

While the great value of milk both as a complete aliment and 
diuretic has long been recognized, to obtain sufficient diuretic action 
in cardiac dropsies, the quantity to be taken is so large that in cases 
of weak digestive powers it is not well borne. Moreover, glyco- 
suria may be produced in addition to diuresis. 

Repeated experiments by himself and Dr. Bucquoz determined 
that milk owed its diuretic action to the contained lactose or milk- 
sugar found in all milks. Lactose crystallizes easily, and is soluble 
in six parts of cold water and in two and a half of hot. 

It is declared by Dr. Sée to be the most powerful, certain, and 
safe of all known diuretics, and causes neither glycosuria nor azo- 
turia, as large quantities of milk may do. 

Thirty-five patients suffering with cardiac dropsy were treated 


with milk-sugar and carefully observed. Its diuretic action was 
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produced in all patients, no matter what the variety of heart-trouble, 
this action being only less constant in arterio-sclerosis. ‘To these 
patients there was given one hundred grammes of lactose dissolved 
intwo quarts of water. As a result, polyuria followed greater in 
amount ...an would be produced by four or five quarts of milk or 
by any of the diuretic drugs. The diuresis rapidly increased to two 


anda half quarts of urine on the following day, and generally by 


the third day to three and a half and even four and a half quarts. 


It then remained stationary or diminished to two and a half quarts 
daily for several days. In this time the dropsy disappeared almost 
entirely, and the blood became dehydrated, and for this reason the 
diuresis is not so great as in the beginning. After some days, the 
remedy may be repeated. It is generally well borne, and may be 
given for eight or ten days, and after an interval of several days be 
again given. 

If the solution is disagreeable to take, a little spirit, or some 
aromatic, may be added. During its administration, all other drinks 
should be greatly reduced in quantity or suppressed. 

Lactose has the advantage of permitting the patient to take all 
kinds of food, even the most nutritious, as is so often indispensable 
to sustain the failing forces of subjects with cardiac disease. 

The diuretic action of lactose is due to its action upon the secre- 
tory elements of the kidney. It does not act by increasing blood 
pressure, for pulse and tension are not changed. It does act as the 
alkaline salts by virtue of their osmotic power. The addition of two 
grammes of potash to each quart of lactose solution does not in- 
crease its diuretic action. It is physiologically a renal diuretic. 
Lactose is a more powerful, certain, and efficacious diuretic than the 
cardio-vascular tonics—digitalis, convallaria, and _ strophanthus. 
Lactose is, then, ¢he diuretic in affections of the heart at the asysto- 
lic period, the true curative remedy for dropsies of cardiac origin 


even for those which resist all other diuretics. 
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On the other hand lactose is powerless against the dyspneea, 
which is a serious complication of the asystolic period, but this 
may be obviated by the addition of potassium iodide. By the asso- 
ciation of potassium iodide and lactose all indications are met. 

While the action of lactose is so certain in dropsies of purely car- 
diac origin, in those of renal origin, it is doubtful or w/. In cardiac 
dropsies associated with diseased kidneys in which albumen is found 
in quantities of from ten to fourteen grains per quart, lactose is 
wanting in diuretic power, and it is only when albumen is not 
present in the urine, or if so, in very small quantity, that its action 
is favorable. 

The degree of alteration of the kidneys may be measured by the 
‘diuretic action of lactose. 

‘A diarrhoea naturally diminishes also the diuretic action of lac- 
tose, as do likewise profuse sweats.—Za Tribune Med. 


Differential Diagnosis of Tubercular Meningitis.—1,. [rom ty- 


phoid fever. This fever may suggest meningitis at the beginning by 
xeason of the cephalagia, vomiting, and constipation which attend it; 
but meningitis is decidedly distinguished by strabismus, inequality 
of the pupils, alternate pallor and redness of the head, changes in 
the respiratory rhythm, and intermittency of the pulse. In typhoid 
fever, after the eighth day, the abdomen is distended and has lenti- 
cular spots upon it. In meningitis the belly is depressed and has no 
spots on it. 

2. From pneumonia. In both diseases there are at the beginning 
cephalagia, nocturnal agitation, convulsive movements, prostration 
and vomiting. But within twenty-four hours, at the most, the re- 
piration in pneumonia has become very rapid, there is a dull percus- 
sion-note upon the chest, the diminution of the respiratory murmur. 
The temperature rises rapidly to 39.2° to 39.4° C., and the pulse to 


160. In meningitis none of these phenomena are observable, the 
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temperature remains under thirty-nine degrees, and there is no fixed 
relation between the temperature and the pulse. 

3. From eruptive fevers. At the beginning of these fevers there 
are phenomena of cerebral congestion which render the diagnosis 
very difficult. If, however, the case be scarlatina or measles, the 
angina connected with those diseases will reveal their nature, and 
enable one to make a diagnosis within twenty-four hours. 

If there is no eruption or angina the diagnosis will be difficult. 
An abrupt beginning is not characteristic of meningitis. Within two 
or three days the peculiarities of pulse and temperature and the res- 
piratory rhythm will show the nature of the disease. In meningitis 
the pulse is irregular, unequal, and intermittent, and bears no fixed 
relation to the temperature. After eight days the peculiar phenom- 
ena of meningitis are usually well developed. 

4. From intermittent fevers. Pernicious intermittent fever is 
rarely seen in children. 

5. From cerebral sclerosis. At the beginning of this disease there 
arecephalalgia, insomnia, vomiting, and convulsive movement. These 
phenomena continue one or two days, and then the condition is ap- 
parently normal again. Some months later they are repeated with 
great persistency. The vomiting increases, being spontaneous, the 


tongue is saburral, and there is constipation.— Arch. Pediatrics. 


Feeding in the Intestinal Catarrh of Children.—Acute catarrh 
of some duration extends mostly over the whole intestine; its worst 
cases are also complicated with the same condition of the stomach. 
The most serious forms are those of “ acute gastro-enteritis.” In 
them the diet must be a very strict one. Wo raw milk, no boiled 
milk, no milk at all in any mixture in bad cases. mn the very worst 
cases total abstinence for from one to six hours or much longer ; 


afterwards teaspoon doses of a mucilaginous or farinaceous decoc- 


tion from time to time. A good preparation is the following: Five 
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ounces of barley water, one or two drachms of brandy or whiskey, 
the white of an egg, salt and cane-sugar ; a teaspoonful every five 
or fifteen minutes, according to age or case. Later on, a table- 
spoonful of boiled milk may be added. The same may be mixed 
with mutton-broth, which, with the white of egg, is better than beef. 
soup or beef-tea in convalescence. In vomiting, abstinence is 
mostly superior to ice; the latter may sometimes quiet the stomach 
aud feel pleasant momentarily, but it stimulates peristalsis. Beef- 
tea in its customary preparation ought to be avoided. In con- 
valescence, when given at all, it ought to be mixed with barley or 
rice-water. ‘Toward the end of the disease, or when the discharges 
are numerous and copious, the blood becomes inspissated, the 
circulation slow, and thromboses (hydro-encephaloid) form in the 
smallest veins of distant organs. Then it becomes necessary to 
introduce liquid into the circulation by administering water through 
mouth or rectum. Never is the common-sense and tact of the 
intelligent practitioner more thoroughly taxed. In regard to that 
there can be no law. No printed rule ever supplies or substitutes 
brains. 

In chronic cases boiled milk must form but a small part of the 
food. The white of eggs in water, or barley or rice-water is 


superior. There are exceptional cases in which even it is not 


tolerated. Then the cereal and farinaceous preparations with or 


without mutton-broth are preferable. In rare cases one of the 
better artificial foods is quite successful. Acorn coffee, acorn 
cocoa, answer well when given once or twice daily. The meals 
must be small and may be more numerous, but a fair regularity 
must be kept up.—Dr. A. JAcost, in Arch. Ped. 


The Use of Sulphur in Various Disorders of the Alimentary Ca- 


nal and Liver.—Sir Alfred B. Garrod (Zancet) has presqibed a 


lozenge which contains five grains of the milk of sulphur and one 
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grain of cream of tartar. The stomach itself is little influenced by 


the sulphur, as the surface and contents of that organ are usually 


acid in reaction, and possess no solvent power; but in the duode. 
num the presence of bile and pancreatic fluid, both alkaline in 
reaction, forms a soluble-sulphide, which is absorbed by the portal 
vessels, and passes first through the liver, and afterwards into the 
general circulation by the hepatic vein. From the blood it after- 
wards becomes eliminated partly by the skin and partly by various 
mucous membranes. We have good evidence that it is thrown out 
by the skin, in the fact that silver worn close to the surface becomes 
blackened to some degree when sulphur is taken continuously, and 
the ordor of sulphuretted hydrogen can occasionally be detected in 
the breath. The presence of the cream of tartar in the lozenge helps 
to prevent the formation of any soluble sulphide in the stomach, and 
hence the absence of sulphurous eructations, Any soluble sulphur, 
however, which reaches the czeecum and colon, where the reaction 1S 
again acid, is apt to evolve hydrogen sulphide, and impart odor to 
the contents of the lower bowel. ‘The doses often did not exceed 
five grains each day, continued for weeks, months, and in some 
cases years, 


Sulphur is of value in cases of hepatic sluggishness and in piles 
and hemorrhoidal hemorrhage, and in habitual constipation. It is 
useful in affections of the pulmonary mucous membrane, and has 
long had a reputation in diseases of the skin and its appendages. 
Some arthritic diseases, especially chronic forms of rheumatoid 
arthritis and gout, and also many cases of muscular rheumatism, are 


much benefited by the continued use of small doses of sulphur. 


The Treatment of Pneumonia with Inhalations of Chloroform.— 
Blemens (Zherap. Monatsh.) calls attention to the cases of pneu- 
monia which he reported forty years ago, forty-two in number and 


all of severe type, which were treated by inhalations of chloroform. 
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Only two cases died, one of them a heavy drinker, and the other a 
very cachectic individual. 1n the years which have intervened 
between then and now he had treated all cases of pneumonia in the 
same way, and without a single death. This favorable result he 
believes is due to the fact that he saw the cases early in the disease, 
and that he carried out the treatment energetically and persistently 
from the beginning. In every instance the chloroform was mixed 
with spirits vini rectificatus, both to prevent its decomposition and 
to avoid narcotizing the patient. Even in very severe double pneu- 
monia a favorable result was obtained by the continuous inhalation 
of the spirits of chloroform. ‘The inhalations produce a complete 
change of the blood, and by defibrinating it interfere with the local 
process. It is on this account that cases treated in this way seldom 
develop hepatization, run a short course, and often exhibit a remark- 
ably rapid disappearance of the entire process in the lungs. The 
duration and number of the inhalations depend on the extent and 
intensity of the pneumonia, being longer and more frequent, though 
containing more alcohol in the severer cases. It is important to 
have chemically pure chloroform. A firmly twisted piece of cotton 
should be saturated with the mixture of chloroform and alcohol, en- 
veloped in loose dry cotton and held at about the thickness of the 
hand from the mouth and nose, in order that the patient may always 


inhale air with the vapor of the mixture.—Amer. Jour. Med. Sci. 


How to Look for Tubercle Bacilli in Sputum.*—Ehrlich’s method, 
somewhat modified, is as follows: 

Press a little of the suspected sputum between two cover-glasses 80 
as to get a very thin layer. Dry the cover-gtasses separately, either 
by moving them through the air or holding over a flame, or by pass 


ing a few times through the flame. This fixes and dries the prepara- 


tion. Place some drops of aniline oil in a reagent glass half filled

with water, shake, and filter into a watch-glass. Add several drops 
of an alcoholic solution of fuchsin or methyl violet to the contents of 
the watch-glass till they are markedly colored. Warm this mixture 
till it begins to smoke. Place the cover-glass with the dried sputum, 
face downward, on the warm liquid and let it float from three to five 
minutes. Remove and rinse in alcohol, acidulated with nitric or 
hydrochloric acid, until very slight traces of color remain ; then rinse 
in ordinary alcohol (70 or 80 per cent.)._ Dry the cover-glass as be- 
fore by holding above a flame, clean it where necessary, add a little 
pure glycerine, and set under the microscope. An enlargement of 
400 diameters will show the bacilli if present.—Co/. and Clin. Record. 





Lanolin in the Treatment of Urethritis—On account of lanolin 
having the property of adhering to the mucous membrane, Dr. Stern, 
in the Wiener Klin. Wochenschr., of July 4, concluded to use it mixed 
with oils as a base for urethral injections in gonorrhoea and urethritis. 
His experiments were crowned with great success. The injection 
should be retained in the urethra for five or ten minutes. Antiseptic 
or astringent remedies should be added. Stern uses either of the 
following formule : 


Salicylic acid 
REI Gi os Sain jo /8'5.549:67 ante eaeais teenie ate f. 3 ijss. 
Lanolin anhydrate 3 M. 


Stern found it necessary to continue these injections for only ten 
days at the longest ; after which he advises the use of injections of 
a1¥% per cent. solution of resorcin.— Med. News. 





Acceleration of Expectoration by Inversion of the Patient. — It is 


claimed that in cases of pneumonia, where there is great embarrass- 
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- ment of breathing froma accumulation of ‘secretion in thegbronchial 
tubes, great benefit may often be derivediby{inverting the patient 


and having him cough violently while in this position. It is easily 
. accomplished by a strong assistant standing on the patient's bed, 
seizing the sick man’s ankles, turning him with his face downward, 
and then lifting his feet four or five feet above. the level of the mat- 
tress. If the patient, with his face over the edge of the bed and his 
legs thus held aloft, will cough vigorously two or three times, he 
will get rid of much expectoration that exhaustive efforts at cough- 
ing failed to dislodge when not thus aided by gravity. Life has 
been saved by repeated. performances of this manetver in pneu- 
monia accompanied with great cyanosis, due to inundation of the 
bronchial tubes with mucous secretion. It, of course, will have no 
~effect.on the exudate in the vesicles. Gravity is of value in a sim- 
ilar way in emptying the lungs of mucus during etherization.— Pol- 
clinic. 








Sterilized Water for Infants.—As much care should be taken to 
secure pure water for babes as is taken to secure pure milk. If it is 
necessary to sterilize milk to insure against the administration of 
poison, it is as necessary to sterilize the water, for the clearest water 
may contain the virulent poison of disease. In cities it is often more 
difficult to secure pure water than pure food. But a little instruc- 
tion given by the physician to the mother or nurse makes it a very 
easy proceeding to have water fit for babes. Boil the water and 
pour in clean bottles or glass jars, with good tight corks and air- 
tight covers. Set the vessels in the refrigerator or hang in the well, 
and the water will be as cool as spring water, and much better for 
the baby than ice water. Never put ice in the ‘water, as it may con- 
tain the poison of disease. Before the babe is fed ‘it should be 
offered a drink of this pure water, that when it takes its nourish- 
ment the thirst may be in a measure satisfied, and it will not seek 

‘to satisfy its thirst by over-feeding. ot 
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Dry Operations.—By Dr. Landerer, Wein. Med. Woch., /ntern. /. 
Surg.--The author recommends the following treatment of opera- 
tion wounds which he has employed successfully in ninety cases. 
It consists essentially in keeping all fluids from the wound. The 
instruments are boiled and preserved in boiled water to which some 
carbolic acid has been added, the hands are cleansed after Fiibrin- 
gers method. From the commencement of the operation, the 
incision and the surrounding parts are kept dry by pledgets of sub- 
limate gauze, and the bleeding thus reduced toa minimum. After 
the operation has been completed the wound is firmly tamponed for 
a few minutes with gauze, and on removal of this the wound is found 
perfectly dry, and in the most favorable condition for primary union. 
; The wound is then sutured and covered with a moderately firm 
compress. The advantages of this method are that all wetting and 
cooling of the patient is avoided, the hemorrhage is slight, and the 
duration of the operation is shortened. 


Abortive Treatment of Syphilis.—Jonathan Hutchinson opens his 


paper on the above subject as follows: For many years past, I have 
been in the habit of assuring patients who came to me with indu- 
rated chancres but without any other symptoms, that they would in 
all probability wholly escape the secondary stage. As years have 
_gone on, I have found myself holding out this hope with increasing 
confidence. My treatment has been almost uniform, and has con- 
sisted in giving mercury in the form of gray powder in one grain 
doses, three times a day at least, and more frequently, if the symp- 
toms did not more quickly yield. I have always told the patient 
that he must take these pills for six months at least. At the end of 
six months, if the treatment is left off, there not very infrequently 
follows in three weeks.or a month an erythematous general eruption, 


never severe, never papular or scaly, and always vanishing in a few 
days if the mercury is resumed. 
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Irritable Bladder.—Gelsemium will often do more good in ?rritable 
bladder than any other remedy. It is especially adapted to those 
women of hysterical type, troubled by irritability at the neck of the 
bladder, calling for constant urination. 
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MEDICAL DIAGNOSIS: A MANUAL OF CLINICAL METHODS. By J. GRAHAM

It seems to have been the policy of the publishers of the Medical 
Classics to have all of their works as thoroughly practical as possible, 
and in this respect they have succeeded very well indeed. One of 
the best of their publications is the one at present before us. 

The author says in the introduction: “A-physician, when con- 
sulted by a patient, is naturally enough expected to be an attentive 
listener to what, to his informed mind, is a_ strange medley, and 
most confused account of those deviations from health or actual suf- 
ferings by which the pat‘ent has been driven to seek aid. 
During this tedious narration it may give him patience to bear in 
mind two considerations: First, that from it he must obtain the 
right end of the clue which is to guide him in the difficult task of 
ascertaining the nature, extent, and seat of the disease ; and second, 
that by this often most prolix narrative, taken along with his attitude, 
manner, and expression, the patient, absorbed in his own sufferings, is 
giving his physician, if he is careful and observant, the best oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with the ego with whom he has to 
deal.” 

No book can give that quality which some physicians have of 
knowledge of human nature, or that intuition which leads them on 
the right road. 

We have given here a very full outlining of medical diagnosis, and 
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the section on the examination of the heart and lungs is the best 
we have seen. 

The plan followed is the anatomical one, which leads one in a 
natural, easy manner, and the style in which the work is written is 
particularly happy.

The subject of ectopic gestation is at present exciting a vast 
amount of discussion, and the publishers of this little book have 
collected a number of excellent papers by eminent authors, covering 
the entire subject, and bound them in one volume. The pathology, 
diagnosis, treatment, critique of management, technique of operation 
and management when feetus goes on to viability are treated exhaus- 
tively by Drs. Townsend, Price, Montgomery, Wathen, Baldy, 
Deaver, McMurtry, and Vanderveer. 

This is the only book we have seen which treats this subject in a 


manner bordering on completeness, and it will be read with interest.

As its name implies, the book is merely a compilation of prescrip- 
tions by prominent physicians in this country and abroad, given for 
nearly all the ills that flesh is heir to. 

Interspersed throughout are blank pages on which prescriptions 
which we wish to remember may be written. 


To members of our school the book will not be as much of an aid 
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as to those on the other side of the medical fence, but some of the 
external applications look as though they might be useful—if the so- 
called “legitimate Hahnemannians ” will kindly allow us to use 
them occasionally. ; 

There are many things a physician does not care to burden his 
memory with, but it is a nice thing to know where to put his finger 
on a thing when he wants it. é 

Bartholow, Fothergill, and Flint are frequently quoted, and hints 
have been culled from the dispensatories of the principal New York 
hospitals. 


The book is fairly well arranged and indexed, but might be bet- 
tered in that respect. 


A MANUAL OF DIETETICS FOR INFANTS AND INVALIDS. By W. B. Prit- 
CHARD, M.D., of New York. Dietetics Publishing Company, 115 Fulton 
Street, New York. Cloth, 50 cents ; paper cover, 25 cents. 


This book will be found a compendium of very useful information 
and instruction upon the management and feeding of infants and 
the selection of food for the sick. The importance of proper food 
in its effect upon the progress of any illness has long been recog- 
nized, but it is only within the past few years that any definite effort 
has been made to systematize the subject from a scientific and prac- 
tical standpoint. Dry. Pritchard in his manual has taken up each 
disease separately, and has carefully and elaborately outlined the 
diet most appropriate in each affection, basing the selection of food 
upon the effects of the disease upon the system and the special 
organs and functions involved. 
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RECTIFIED EsSENCE OF TURPENTINE IN CRoup.—Dr. Lewentaner, 
of Constantinople, reports four cases of idiopathic croup, when the 
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symptoms were so severe as to afford but little hope for recovery. 
As in each case tracheotomy was refused, he determined to follow 
the treatment of Dr. Demolow, and administered the rectified es- 
sence of turpentine in tablespoonful doses. The symptoms promptly 
ameliorated,and recovery followed in each instance. He also makes 
use of the following spray : 


R Essence of rectified turpentine ) 
Tinct. of eucalyptus 
Phenic acid. 
Alcohol 300.0 
Distilled water 
To be used in atomizer night and day.

Lactic ACID IN THE DIARRHG@A OF TUBERCULOSIS.—According 
to the Lyon Médical, Sézary and Aune have treated this conditicn 
very successfully with lactic acid. It should be given, at the start, 
in 2 gm. doses mixed with 120 gm. of vehicle. The dose, if insuf- 
ficient, may be rapidly increased to 6 or 8 gm. in the same amount 
of excipient, given by tablespoonfuls during the day. In these 
doses the patient sometimes complains of gastric disturbance, which 
is easily overcome by adding 1 gm. of chlorodyne to the potion. 
After the second day of treatment the number of stools will have 
greatly diminished, and it will become normal on or about the 
fourth day—so the patient remains but a short time under the 
direct influence of the medicament. 

PULSATILLA IN UTERINE DisEasEs.—Bovet, in his experiments 
with pulsatilla, found that the tincture made from the dried plant is 
an alcoholic extract made from the plant gathered in June, using 
equal parts of the plant and alcohol of a strength of 90 per cent. 


In treating dysmenorrhcea he gives, four days before the expected 


time of menstruation, four tablespoonfuls of a wine containing ten 
drops of the alcoholic extract to the tablespoonful. As soon as the 
menses appear the pulsatilla is omitted for three or four days; then 
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he gives it again for four days. The dysmenorrheea often disappears 
after one ortwo months. When painful menstruation and chlorosis 
are combined, manganum chloricum, 0.05, is added to each table- 


spoonful of wine and pulsatilla. In cases of ovaralgia, in conse- 


quence of chronic uterine infarct, or inflammation in the neighbor- 
hood of the same, the same medication suffices. Bad effects were 
never noted from this treatment. The dose of anemonia is 0.05 to 


0.1 pro die, but Bovet has never used it, as he considers its effects 
less certain than those of the alcoholic extract of pulsatilla.—Zes 
Nouv. Remedes, 9, 1889. 


INSTANTANEOUS CURE OF WHOOPING-CouGH.—The instantaneous 
cure of whooping cough was attained bv Dr. M. Mohn as a result of 
accidentally observing that the disinfection of the sick-room of the 
whooping-cough patient by sulphurous acid caused the disappearance 
of the paroxysms with a rapidity bordering on the marvellous. The 
patients are freshly clad in the morning, and placed in another 
room, in which they remain during the day. Meanwhile, 25 gm. of 
sulphur is burned in the sick-room to each cm. of space; and after 
the bed-clothing, garments, etc., have been properly spread out, and 
the sulphurous acid been permitted to permeate the air for five 
hours, the patients return to their disinfected sleeping-rooms in the 


evening, and are cured of whooping-cough.—Archiv. d. Pharm, 
1889, p. 382. 


SHEPHERD'S PurRsE (CapseLL@ Burs# Pasroris) as a H#mo- 
STATIC.—Dr. K. E. Wagner publishes in the Vrach some observa- 
tions which tend to show that shepherd’s purse when made into a 
tincture has very considerable hemostatic properties. The cases 
were of different kinds, two of them being of uterine hemorrhage, 
two of hemoptysis, and one of epistaxis. In all these a marked 
effect was produced, the hemorrhage being either entirely arrested, 


or, at least, very greatly diminished. No unpleasant effects, such 
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as headache or dyspnoea, were observed, even when three table- 
spoonfuls of the tincture were taken in the course of twenty-four 
hours, the usual dose being from one to two tablespoonfuls. 


GLYCERINE Suppositories.—Wouveaux Remedes gives the fol- 
lowing formula for suppositories, to contain from one to two 
grammes of glycerine each: Butter of cacao, 2.50 gm. to 5 gm.; gum 
tragacanth, 2 to 4 cgm.; pure glycerine, I gm. to 2 gm. Another is 
as follows: Glycerine, 90 parts; medicinal soap and mutton suet, 
of each, 5 parts. Dissolve the soap in the glycerine, and add the 
suet. After the substances are melted, pour into a porcelain vessel 
and stir thoroughly; then pour into moulds and leave in a cool 
place for twenty-four hours. The suppositories should contain 
about 45 grains of glycerine. 


A GARGLE IN Quinsy.—Dr. W. M. Beck, of Kensington, 
Kansas, writes: “I notice that Sajous recommends guaiac as a 
gargle for early stages of quinsy. Chloral hydrate has been far 
more efficient in my hands; in fact, nearer a specific than anything 
recommended in the text-books. Three or four grains to the ounce 
of glycerine may be used as a gargle. I mention this because no 
mention is made by Ringer or other therapeutists on this fact. Its 
efficiency and modus operandi are at once apparent when we con- 


sider that it is locally antiseptic, astringent, and sedative.” —Aed. 
Record. 


Katt PHOSPHORICUM IN SEXUAL CompLaints.—I have found 
this remedy very useful for the nervousness growing out of exces- 
sive sexual excitement, whether indulged or suppressed, and have 
cured cases of impotency from this cause, and nocturnal or other 


discharges of semen with these nervous indications. In many cases 


Ihave found aching in the sacrum, sleeplessness, pain in back of 
neck and head, general irritability, great despondency, frequent desire 
to urinate, large quantities of urine being voided during the day or 
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night, arid especially early in the morning, with a deposit of phos- 
phates in the urine. The irritability in these cases has always been 
quickly relieved.”—Dr. J. C. NortTincHam, in Medical Advance. 


QUEBRACHO is another new remedy added to our already over- 
flowing materia medica, It fills a place hitherto unoccupied. It 
will relieve dyspnoea, and distress due to capillary bronchitis, 
and also when due to the later stages of consumption. Often a 
single dose of ten or fifteen drops of the fluid extract will make the 
patient reasonably comfortable for twenty-four hours. In cyanosis 
due to disease of the heart, its action is not as pronounced as in 
diseases of the respiratory organs. Still it will be found of con- 
siderable benefit. The remedy appears to stimulate the respiratory 
centers, and assist in the oxygenation of the blood. 


DILATING THE Os.—Cimicifuga is one of the best remedies to 
cause dilatation of the os during labor, as it causes contraction of 
the longitudinal fibres. Dose, five to ten drops of the tincture in 
one-half glass of water. 

CANNABIS INDICA FOR THE ILL EFFECTS OF ALCOHOLIC OVER- 
INDULGENCE.—Dr. P. P. Wells says that cannabis indica is even 
more efficient than nux vomica in overcoming the ill effects of al- 
coholic stimulants. It will sometimes remove disagreeable symptoms 
in a few hours.—Medical Advance.— Hahn. Monthly. 

FERRUM PHOSPHORICUM IN RHEUMATISM.—Dr. Deschere had a 
case of acute rheumatism, with intense Ayperesthesia, aggravated by 
motion, or even the idea of motion. ‘Temperature 104° F. Her 


bed felt too hard. Arnica was given without effect. Ferrum phos- 


phoricum 6, in water, cured.— JV. A. Journal of Homeopathy.— Hahn. 
Monthly. 


EXUDATE IN DiPHTHERIA.—Sulphurous acid, from five to ten 


drops, every two hours, will quickly remove the exudate in diph- 
theria and prevent sepsis. 
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An OLD Hepatic.—Hydrarg. biniodide, one-sixteenth grain, is an 
admirable hepatic. It can be given for months with impunity. I 
have known one tablet to be followed by a reduction of hepatic dull- 
ness on percussion and with no catharsis. 

To ALLAY THE THIRST OF DiaBeTEs.—Dr. Duchenne recom- 


mends :

Urticarta—St. Clair Smith says that antipyrine in minute doses 
acts admirably in recent cases of urticaria. 

To ABorT A FELON.—Wrap the finger thickly in fine-cut chewing 
tobacco, and keep saturated for two or three days with the tincture 
of lobelia.

An aperture is left 
for the nipple, a piece of gauze is placed over the affected breast, 
and upon this the clay is firmly molded. A change is made twice 
per day. Pain, tenderness, and swelling of the breasts disappear 
under a clay cake in about twenty-four hours.—Archizves of Gyne- 
cology, August, 1889.

a 20 per cent. solution of menthol in olive oil for inhalation in cases 
of asthma. In one case in which he tried it, all other medication 
had failed. Auscultation revealed hissing sounds everywhere. A 
few inhalations of the menthol cut short the attack. The only un- 
‘pleasant after-effect was a slight heaviness in the head. In numer- 
‘ous other cases the doctor has witnessed the same good effects from 
the use of the drug.— Therap.
